Move’s Afoot 
For New Ohio 
Jobless Bill 


Compensation Fund 
Showing Signs Of 
The Danger Point 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Republican-sponsored jobless pay 
bill vetoed by Democratic Gov. 
Michael V. DiSalle is a dead is­ 
sue, GOP sources indicate frank­ 
ly. But a m ove is afoot to reach 
agreement on a new bill. 
Some new approach to the un­ 
employment compensation law is 
needed, 
both 
Republicans 
and 
Democrats 
agree, 
because 
the 
amount of money in the once-flush 
compensation fund shows signs of 
dropping to the danger point. 
The reading of DiSalle’s veto 
m essage in the House Tuesday 
without House action, either way, 
to act on the m essage—brought 
some sharp comments from both 
sides. 
Rep. William W. Milligan, R- 
Shelby, chairman of the House 
committee which originally drafted 
the bill, recalled DiSalle’s use of 
Shylock^ words in his veto m es­ 
sage regarding the almost pro­ 
verbial “pound of flesh.” Quoting 
from 
the 
sam e 
Shakespearean 
play, ‘‘The Merchant of Venice,” 
Milligan cracked back, “The Dev­ 
il can cite Scripture for his pur­ 
pose.” 
Retorted DiSalle: “If they (the 
Republicans) don’t even make an 
attempt to override the veto, I’ll 
never let them hear the end of 
it. I will be forced to conclude 
that they don’t have faith in their 
own bill, that they actually didn’t 
want it, that they were actually 
courting a veto.” 
DiSalle, along with other Dem o­ 
crats and organized labor, opposed 
the Republican-drafted unemploy­ 
ment compensation bill on grounds 
that, under the guise of giving the 
long - tim e unemployed extended 
benefits, other provisions made it 
harder for the jobless to collect 
state payments. 
“The governor’s message,” said 
Milligan, “betrays his preoccupa 
tion with the failure of his (bene 
fit) extension effort in November’ 
during a special legislative ses­ 
sion. He added the situation ap­ 
pears to be one of reverse log 
rolling: 
“You wouldn’t vote for 
m y bill, so I’ll veto yours.” 
Milligan openly invited Dem o­ 
cratic legislative leaders and the 
governor to sit down with the Re­ 
publicans to determine the jobless 
pay issues on which both parties 
can agree. 
“I don’t think there’s any ques­ 
tion,” Milligan asserted, “that the 
fund is going to run out of money 
if we keep on at this rate. Here’s 
* startling statistic: By April 15, 
the 
Bureau 
of 
Unemployment 
Compensation will have paid out 
in benefits more money than it 
expects to collect in the entire 
year from employer premiums.” 
One of the main objections of 
labor and the Democrats to the 
Republican bill was on a provi­ 
sion which would "trigger” ex­ 
tended jobless benefits beyond the 
regular 26 weeks. The trigger pro­ 
vided 
extended 
benefits 
at 
any 
time the number of jobless ex ­ 
ceeded 6 per cent of the covered 
workers, 
statewide, 
for 
three 
straight months.

Soviet Aide 
Lingers, New 
Move Hinted 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
—Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko’s delay in leaving for 
the 
Warsaw Pact 
m eeting 
has 
aroused speculation that some im­ 
portant Soviet m ove is about to 
be made at the United Nations or 
in Washington. 


Gromyko had been scheduled to 
leave Sunday for the Communist 
bloc meeting that opened Tuesday 
in Moscow', but Soviet sources in­ 
dicated today he will remain here 
at least until Friday. 
Many diplomats, including some 
close to the Soviet delegation, be­ 
lieved Gromyko was staying on to 
relay an expected answer to Pres­ 
ident Kennedy on Western propos­ 
als to halt the fighting in Laos. 
Gromyko conferred w ith Kennedy 
Monday on the Laotian crisis but 
refused to tell newsmen whether 
his government would agree Jo an 
immediate cease-fire. 
There also was speculation that 
Gromyko’s 
staying 
on 
meant 
agreement was imminent on 
a 
formula for reopening East-West 
disarmament talks. 
Some 
sources 
also 
suggested 
that Soviet uneasiness over grow 
ing friendliness between the Unit­ 
ed States and the new African na­ 
tions might have prompted the 
Kremlin to keep Gromyko on the 
scene. 
U S . Ambassador Adlai Steven­ 
son met with African delegation 
leaders 
Tuesday 
and 
assured 
them of substantial U S. support 
and technical help for a broad aid 
plan, provided the African nations 
take the initiative in mapping out 
the program.

Weirton Man 
Says Pinballs 
Buckled Floor 


Warehouse Owner 
Asks $10,000 For 
Damage To Building 


The owner of a building in Weir­ 
ton in which 327 pinball machines 
were seized last week by author­ 
ities has filed a $10,000 dam age 
suit in Hancock County C i r c u i t 


Court against a Pennsylvania coin 
machine company, its agent, and 
the lessee of the structure. 
The gam ing machines, kept un­ 
der lock and key in a storeroom 
on Weirton Heights, were impound­ 
ed in a raid last week by Sheriff 
Joseph H. Manypenny and West 
Virginia State Police. 
County Assessor Anthony (Tony) 
Leon said that personal property 
tax assessm ents will be imposed 
against the owners of the pinball 
machines. Eight slot machines also 
were found. 


The pinballs are valued at $45,- 
000 and will be assessed at 50 per 
cent — $23,000 — at the rate of 
$3.24 per hundred dollars. T h u s , 
Hancock County stands to g a i n 
$746 in assessm ents. 


In his suit filed in Circuit Court, 
John Nicholas of Weirton claim s 
the weight of the 327 pinball m a­ 
chines, m ostly old machines and 
parts for others, caused the floor 
of his building to buckle and sag. 
Nicholas also contends that a 
window had been left open in the 
building, allowing the elements to 
further dam age the interior. 


The suit was filed against John 
Augustine of Weirton, the C i t y 
Coin Service Co. of Bridgeville, 
Pa., and Henry Jasek of Weir­ 
ton. Augustine is the agent of the 
company, and Jasek is the lessee 
of the building 


Authorities still have not learn­ 
ed who owns the gaming devices 
stored in the building under lock 
and key. The assessor will bill the 
City Coin Machine Co. for the per­ 
sonal property assessments on the 
pinball machines

Housing Bill 
Is Proposed 


President Submits 
25-Year Home Loan 
Plan To Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP ^ P resid en t 
Kennedy today proposed govern­ 
ment insurance of 25-year home 
improvement loans as a new way 
of rebuilding rundown neighbor­ 
hoods without federal handouts. 
This was the surprise item in 
a $3.2-billion housing bill which 
Kennedy sent to Congress. 


Also called for were step-ups in 
low-cost public housing, urban re­ 
newal and housing for the elderly, 
plus 
experimental 
40-year, 
non- 
dcwnpayment KHA mortgages for 
families of moderate income. 
Most of the item s were spelled 
out in Kennedy’s special housing 
m essage to Congress on March 9. 
However, only a vague hint was 
given them of the far-reaching 
character of the improvement loan 
proposal. 
The 25-year loan would ca:ry a 
maximum interest rate of 6 per 
cent and could total up to $10,000 
per family living unit. 
Present 
improvement loans insured by the 
Federal 
Housing 
Administration 
run for only five years, carry a 
rate of 9.4 per cent and are sub­ 
ject to $3,500 ceiling. 
Improvement fund* could be ad­ 
vanced in the form of first or sec­ 
ond mortgages or other types of 
loans and would be available in 
all sections, although basic terms 
would be the same everywhere. 
Officials are hopeful that if Con­ 
gress approves, the program will 
become the major weapon in at­ 
tacking urban blight, without fed­ 
eral subsidy. 
Housing 
Administrator 
Robert 
C. Weaver, in a m emo to Ken­ 
nedy, said: “We sorely lack today 
the 
financing 
devices 
that 
are 
needed to support and encourage 
the upgrading of good homes and 
neighborhoods to preserve our ci­ 
ties and protect the living stand­ 
ards of our people.” 
Weaver said the entire housing 
bill emphasizes “the improvement 
of our existing housing supply in­ 
stead of relying primarily on new 
housing 
construction 
for 
better 
homes, as we have been doing.” 
Kennedy’s special m essage put 
no price tag on the total housing 
program. 
Weaver 
said 
the bill 
calls for new spending authority 
of $319 billion. Of that amount, 
$1.05 billion would be spent by 
June 30, 1965, and $311 million in 
the 1962 fiscal year which begins 
July I. 
All these outlays would be in 
addition to those already author­ 
ized. The amount, previously au­ 
thorized for fiscal 
1962 
is $728 
million. 
The biggest new item would be 
$2 5 billion in authority to commit 
federal funds for urban renewal

The Midland Board of Education 
held a special meeting Tuesday 
evening and adopted a resolution 
to petition court for permission for 
a $120,000 bond issue to meet obli­ 
gations, including current operat­ 


ing expenses. 
The resolution, r e a d by Miss 
Bernice Coffin, secretary, said the 
district h a s an outstanding un­ 
funded debt of $120,000 which, in 
the opinion of the board, the dis­ 
trict cannot m eet within the fiscal 
year without an unreasonable cur­ 
tailment of municipal services or 
the levy of an excessive tax. 
The board will petition the Bea­ 
ver Court of Quarter Sessions. 
Jam es Morrison, president, re­ 
minded board members of the rea 
sons for the need of the additional 
money. He said there were several 
unanticipated costs for the district, 
including state-ordered repairs to 
the 4th St. elementary s c h o o l 
amounting to about $33,000 to elim ­ 
inate fire hazards. 
He said the bond issue for the 
new gymnasium and administra­ 
tion building was $550,000 and $63, 
OOO in improvements, not included 
in plans, were needed. v 
He said unanticipated improve­ 
ments were necessary at the li­ 
brary and in the high school where 
the heating plant was repaired at 
a cost of about $3,000. 
There were state-ordered wage 
increases -for teachers a n d im ­ 
provements in till district’s edu­ 
cation system . The resolution was 
adopted after motions by Maurice 
Newman, finance chairman, and 
John Shovlin. 
The board also approved a mo­ 
tion by Shovlin a n d Leslie B 
Roach, authorizing Morrison and 
Miss Coffin to borrow a $50,000 
emergency loan. Morrison said the 
money may or may not be needed 
depending on w h e t h e r tuition 
money owed the district is paid 
The board has in the past asked 
loans when tuition payments have 
been late. 
The $50,000 will be paid out of 
the $120,000 bond issue making the 
emergency loan of short term, dis­ 
cussion indicated. 
The district still is expected to 
raise its tax millage on property.

The eight-nation council of the 
Southeast Asia Treaty Organiza­ 
tion unanimously declared that if 
the British proposal for a cease­ 
fire and peace negotiations fails 
“ and there continues to be an ac­ 
tive 
(Communist) 
military 
at­ 
tempt to obtain control of Laos. 
members of SEATO are prepared, 
within the term s of the treaty, to 
take whatever action m ay be ap­ 
propriate in the circum stances.’* 


The resolution appeared to rep­ 
resent a defeat for the American 
effort to put over a tougfy declara­ 
tion that would warn the Soviet 
Union that SEATO troops would 
fight if peace negotiations fail. 
The compromise apparently re­ 
sulted from the sharp opposition 
of French Foreign Minister Mau­ 
rice Couve de Murville, who ar* 
gued in the closed sessions that 
th# 
proposed 
American 
draft 
would 
antagonize 
the 
Soviets 
while there was a prospect they 
would accept 
the 
Western 
pro­ 
posals for a cease-fire in Laos. 
Couve de Murville told news­ 
men he was “very pleased” with 
the resolution. 
Although a U S spokesman sajd 
we consider it a strong resolu­ 
tion,” 
U.S. 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Dean Rusk at a subsequent news 
conference did nothing to dispel 
the 
prevalent 
belief 
that 
the 
American delegation was disap­ 
pointed. 
Rusk said that Southeast Asia 
is threatened and “we shall meet 
these threats.” He said “the reso­ 
lution 
is 
unanimous 
and 
this 
means all m em bers.” But he re­ 
fused

of SEATO m ilitary action in Laos, 
saying, “I don't think it is wise

Foreign Minister Thanat Kho- 
man of Thailand told his news 
conference that SEATO is waiting 
for the Soviet reply to the cease­ 
fire proposal and that no action 
of any sort will be considered 
until the reply is received and 
studied.

All of us who have taken a whirl at fam ily 
budgeting are sym pathetic to the Kennedy 
adm inistration’s new point of view on budg­ 
eting. 
At th at, if s not really brand new For years 
it has been our practice, too, to divide budg­ 
ets betw een spending that is being kept under 
control and spending that cannot be kept un­ 
der control. 
It is like the good guys and the bad guys 
In TV w esterns. The good guys w ear the 
light-colored outfits and the bad ones w ear 
black. We little budgeters call the bad ones 
''M iscellaneous.’* 
The catch in divided federal budgeting is 
that the cost of the spending we have no 
cause to fret about and the spending that s 
threatening to run us into the ground comes 
out of the sam e citizens. It is no com fort to 
rem em ber as we sw eat out the highest taxes 
ever borne by any m odern society th at some 
of the m oney is being spent on civilian pur­ 
poses and the rest of it is being spent on m il­ 
itary purposes, over which the federal spend­ 
ers have no control. 
N evertheless, if this is to be the Kennedy 
adm inistration’s pattern of thinking about 
budgeting, it will have to be taken in stride 
and com prehended for what it is worth. 


THE PRO SPECT is for deficits — at least 
$2 billion in w hat is left of this year, which 
ends next June 30, and at least $3 billion for 
the 12 m onths after that. 
D eficits of this size will m ake it necessary 
to increase the federal debt lim it of $285 bil­ 
lion, which Congress seem s able to do with 
no 
m ore 
trouble 
t h a n 
a 
congressm an 
changes his m ind about what he said in a 
public address that backfired. That will m ean 
m ore interest on debt and, of course, a short­ 
er run for each tax dollar 
M eanwhile, if anything happens to the in­ 
ternational situation to trigger off still m ore 
m ilitary spending the 
budget 
calculations 
won’t be worth the adding m achines they 
were m ade on. 


For exam ple the United States spent a cool 


billion dollars trying to avert in Indochina 


what it now will try 
to avert in Laos, 


which was m anufactured out of Indochina 


after that first billion had failed to produce 


the desired effect. 
It is an aid to comprehension to bear in 
mind that a billion dollars’ worth of spending 
by the federal governm ent m eans about $5 50 
out of pocket for every one of 180 million 
Am ericans, which m eans about $50 out of 
pocket for the people who bear the brunt of 
the tax burden, taking out all the children, 
the im poverished, the nonearners, the dead- 
headers, the deducters and people who have 
found out how to beat the tax rap. 


AN AIRPLANE program that gets under 
way and is sidetracked because someone 
changed his m ind can cost a billion. O r avia­ 
tion bases that are wiped out of usefulness 
because someone changed his m ind. Or a 
weapons system that didn’t work. Billions 
are tossed around in federal finances like 
millions in 
state finances, like thousands 
among the well-to-do and like $10 among the 
rest of us. 
The $10 crowd is. nevertheless, a num erical­ 
ly im portant group and it is to us that the fed­ 
eral 
governm ent m ust try to explain its 
budgeting. The Kennedy adm inistration is do­ 
ing this now. We are attentive. 
The ones in the white outfits are the good 
guys, see — agriculture, law' enforcem ent, 
education, dependent children, the executive 
offices. Congress and the Suprem e Court. The 
guys in black are bad; no one knows w hat 
they will do next. But they are a necessary 
evil. T here's nothing a budgeter can do about 
them , because they are all that stands be­ 
tween us and the Russians 
Meanwhile back at the ranch there is no 
tax relief in sight — ever. T hat's one thing 
you can bet on in an uncertain existence in a 
topsy-turvy world. The bad guys are here 
to stay.

was done. But m ore im portant, it 
took the young men and boys off 
the streets and out of the arm y

THE PEACE CORPS of 1961 is 
an entirely different thing. The 
perils it faces lie in the lack of 
training which the young volun­ 
teers have for the crusade they 
are expected to c arry on. 
Anyone, who had read that true- 
to-life novel 
“ The Ugly 
Ameri­ 
can.’’ realizes that what is need­ 
ed 'n undeveloped nations is the 
help of highly trained and prac­ 
tical people who can teach na­ 
tives 
som e of the rudim entary 
m ecnanical operations which will 
improve their life and advance 
their civilization. 
There is no 
use 
in 
.sending 
them m erely college trained peo­ 
ple who. like m ost college grad­ 
uates, have few if any skihs and 
little knowledge of the languages 
spoken in undeveloped countries. 
If, as is reported, a Youth Con­ 
servation Corps is to be estab­ 
lished. it has a m uch m ore fav­ 
orable chance of succeeding. It 
will need practical direction. It 
will have to be directed to work 
which will not conflict with the 
province of organized labor. And 
it will have to attack problem s 
of conservation which need solu­ 
tion.

P eace in Laos is far off—and 
so is w ar 
Despite all the out­ 
w ard display of firm diplom acy 
by the West the Soviet govern­ 
m ent will have 
its way in the 
end. 
F irst there is 
to 
be a 
cease 
fire but it will 
come only 
aft­ 
e r m ore conver­ 
sations and pro­ 
paganda 
inter­ 
changes. It will 
be 
hailed, 
of 
course, as a vie- David Lawrence 
tory for the West. Then th ere will 
ensue a three-nation conference to 
work out a truce. Next will come 
a 14-nation conference to set up a 
neutral government in Laos. All 
this takes tim e—m aybe m onths— 
but eventually the Com munists will 
have obtained a substantial part 
of Laos, lf not all of it. T h at's 
the defeat which lies ahead be­ 
cause the West will not unite to 
tqke decisive action to stop Com­ 
m unist penetration in Asia, Latin 
A m erica and Africa. 
The history of so-called neutral 
setups is that 
the 
Com m unists 
m ove in and take over from the 
inside They resort to bribery, in­ 
tim idation and actual incitem ent 
to riots and dem onstrations. 
The outward profession of inter­ 
est in neutrality has resulted in 
Com m unist victories in several in­ 
stances in the past — first in 
Poland, then 
in 
Czechoslovakia, 
next in China, as coalitions were 
form ed of Communists and N a­ 
tionalists. Then Indo China 
was 
carved up in 1954 by the sam e 
form ula of a cease fire followed 
by a truce commission and the 
setting up of so-called independent 
states. 
W hat 
did 
President 
Kennedy 
gain, therefore, by the dram atic 
announcem ent at his press con­ 
ference last week, 
by 
the 
dis­ 
patch of Secretary of S tate Rusk 
to Bangkok for the m eeting of 
the Southeast Asia T reaty Organi­ 
zation and by the sudden confer­ 
ence with Prim e M inister Mac­ 
m illan’ 
T here Is no evidence that the 
Com m unists have been im pressed 
by these moves Moscow knew all 
along th at the United States was 
bargaining for a cease fire and 
that the threats of m ilitary inter­ 
vention m eant little. 


SPOKESMEN 
for 
the 
British 
governm ent notified the world that 
it was not getting ready to send 
B ritish troops into Asia The U nit­ 
ed 
States, of course, 
had 
said 
th a t it would not act alone but 
only in co-operation w ith its al­ 
lies 
R ussia has known all along that 
It could halt any m ilitary m oves 
of the West by agreeing at any 
m om ent to a cease fire 
With 
characteristic 
boldness 
when holding trum p cards, 
the 
K rem lin decided first to get as 
m any conditions as possible ac­ 
cepted before agreeing to a cease 
fire in the local fighting in Laos. 


It’s what comes after the truce 
th at’s really im portant. The Com­ 
munist plan is to take over from 
within after the neutral status of 
Laos is supposedly established. 


While a big w ar seem s unlike­ 
ly just because 01 Laos, sooner 
or later a showdown will be forced 
between the Com m unists and the 
free world. This is w hat happened 
in the 193^s after Munich. 


The Soviets now have rendered 
the United Nations helpless in the 
Congo, 
as Moscow continues to 
send arm s and 
supplies to so­ 
called neutral 
states 
in 
Africa 
while refusing, of course, to pay 
any of the expenses of the U N. 
for the whole 
Congo 
operation. 
Yet the West doesn’t do anything 
about this default. 


BRITISH 
OFFICIALS in 
Lon­ 
don, moreover, 
are reported to 
be saying that it’s too late now 
to save Laos, th at the most the 
West can get from the Commun­ 
ists is another divided 
country, 
with northern Laos going to the 
Communists 
and 
southern 
Laos 
going to a so-called neutral re­ 
gime. 
What happens in a neutral coun­ 
try? From South V ietnam , for in­ 
stance, which is 
next 
door 
to 
Laos, comes word that the m ili­ 
tary situation is alm ost as bad 
as

Laos. 
South 
Viet­ 
nam ’s 
arm y 
has 
been 
getting 
m ilitary help from the West but 
the area is infiltrated by 10,000 
disciplined 
and 
highly 
trained 
men from Com munist - controlled 
North Vietnam. 
Almost half the 6,000 villages in 
South Vietnam have been taken 
over by Com m unist agents. 
What is the answ er? The Unit­ 
ed States and B ritain and France, 
despite the talk of m ilitary inter­ 
vention, reveal 
every 
day 
that 
they do not wish 
to take any 
such action because it might lead 
to a big war like 
the 
one 
in 
Korea. 
The 
Com munists 
are 
betting 
that the W estern Allies ara bluf­ 
fing. So. as in the days of Hitler 
in the 1930s. the free world re ­ 
treats step by step, hoping against 
hope that a dictator will be rea­ 
sonable. 


A CEASE F IR E seem s likely 
now only because the Russians' 
know it will lead to a neutral­ 
ized Laos. This is exactly what 
they want but between now and 
the day the cease fir# actually 
takes 
effect. 
Communist 
forces 
will gobble up some m ore terri­ 
tory in 
Laos 
President Kennedy Is earnestly 
grappling with the whole compli­ 
cated situation. 
But 
“ brinkm an­ 
ship” that isn’t well coordinated 
or backed up by allies who will 
fight if necessary — but who ap­ 
pear to be unprepared to go to 
the brink of w ar or to take the 
consequences of their firm state­ 
ments — will have little effect 
on Khrushchev. T hat’s why this 
year he m ay chalk up another 
conquest in Asia.

But Gosney said the Democratic 
organization is not seeking th e 
right to designate who will be 
hired. 
“We are not interest in using 
this project for political patron­ 
age,’’ he said. “We don’t want to 
name the men; we want to make 
the jobs available to all the unem­ 
ployed.” 
Gosney said he recognizes that 
the contractors have many em­ 
ployes who have worked for them 
for years and have followed the 
companies from job to job. 
“We can’t very well ask them 


to let go men like that, but I will 
do all possible to see that local hir­ 
ing is increased,” he added. 
Gosney said that he, Rep. Wayne 
L. Hays and Preston already have 
discussed the question of employ­ 
ment on highway projects with the 


Bureau of Public Roads at Wash­ 
ington. 
The congressman urged that the 
federal agency have an understand­ 
ing with contractors that local la­ 
bor will be used in new highway 
contracts, particularly t h o s e in 
depressed areas, Gosney said.

Ohio House Votes Today 
On Crime (Conspiracy Bill 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) - The 
first major bill proposed by Demo­ 
cratic Gov. 
Michael V. DiSalle 
comes to a vote in the Republican- 
controlled Ohio House today. 
The proposal before the House 
now is on its second trip through 
the legislature. Known generally 
as the criminal conspiracy bill, it’s 
designed to lower the boom on big 
shots of crim e in the fields of 
gambling, prostitution and illegal 
narcotics. 
The measure prohibits plotting 
to violate the law in those fields. 
It sets penalties for conspiracy not 
to exceed the statutory penalty for 
direct law violation. A somewhat 
broader proposal passed the House 
two years ago, but got hung up 
In the Senate. 
Asked by newsmen his attitude 
toward the modified measure be­ 
fore the House, the governor re­ 
plied: 
"We’re glad to get it. We think 
we really need it. There has been 
a general pickup in vice in recent 
months, reports from liquor de­ 
partment 
investigators 
indicate. 
The pickup is general — in the 
•am e old places, but more of it.” 
DiSalle was to state his objec­ 
tions today to a bill, passed by 
the House, which cancels bills to 
responsible relatives before 1956 
for care of mental patients in state 
institutions. He was to appear be­ 
fore the Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee. 
His veto message in connection 
with the GOP-sponsored jobless 
benefits extension bill was offi­ 
cially received by the House Tues­ 


day. It’s doubtful enough votes 
can be mustered to override it, 
and DiSalle is daring Republicans 
to try.

and its 
sponsors two 
weeks ago, but came back after 
almost being counted out. Dona 
hey, the Senate’s presiding officer, 
ruled M ardi? 14 that the bill— 
which got 22 favorable votes— 
needed a two-thirds majority, or 
26. Sponsors moved for reconsid 
eration. 
In Tuesday’s showdown, spon­ 


sors got the necessary 26 votes to 
reconsider and 26 on the next vote 
to pass it and sent it to the House. 
It would give Cuyahoga County 
three more appeals court judges, 
and Franklin County one more. 
Also 
passed and sent to the 
House by senators was a bill mod­ 
ernizing Ohio's laws covering com­ 
mercial transactions. It’s designed 
to make them uniform with simi­ 
lar laws in nine other states—and 
eventually, it’s hoped, the entire 
nation, sponsors said. In 1959, a 
similar measure died in the Sen­ 
ate after the House passed it by 
a narrow margin. 
A bill allowing nearby property 
owners to acquire abandoned town 
ship roads after 21 years of disuse 
was unanimously approved and 
sent to the House. 
Two more bills, one to ptu sher­ 
iffs’ deputies under civil service 
and the other to provide work­ 
men’s compensation coverage for 
apprentices, 
were introduced in 
the Senate Tuesday.

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Trucking Firm Official Talks 
At Rotary On Carriers’ Role 


The importance of the common 
carriers in the nation’s economy 
was underscored by Alvin T. Babb 
when the Rotary Club met Tues­ 
day afternoon in the Travelers Ho­ 
tel. 
“ If the common carriers were to 
stop in America for a couple of 
days, 
everything 
would 
almost 
come to a standstill,” the v i c e 


president - secretary of YELP Ser­ 
vice, Inc., trucking firm, told the 
club. 
He discussed “ Freight Classifi­ 
cation and Rate Making” in a talk 
to fellow members. 
Babb explained YELP's rates 
are listed in the National Motor 
Freight Classification, a thick, 525- 
page volume of uniform rules and

regulations of the trucking indus­ 
try. “ There are few articles in 
the country that are not named 
in the book. The guide is re­ 
vamped completely once e a c h 
year,” he said. 
Another common carrier — rail­ 
roads — have their rates listed in 
a separate guide. Babb pointed out 
the rate is determined by the value 
of a commodity and how it is 
packed for shipment between two 
points. 
The first attempt at rating was 
made in 1813. Portsmouth & Roa­ 
noke Railroad also attempted a 
Irate guide for the railroads in 1836. 
All railroads came under one clas­ 
sification in 1918, and the first rail 
classification was issued in 1919. 
There have been 22 new guides 
published since. 
The motor carrier rates were 
not organized until 1935, Babb ex­ 
plained. They were made uniform 
in 1937 with respect to geographi­ 
cal directions. 
Babb explained that YELP Is 
| located in the Central Territory in 


I relation to the tariff bureau in 


i Chicago. E a c h territory, deter­ 
mines class rates and commodity 
rates. 
Approximately 700 are members 
of the Chicago Tariff Bureau, lf 
an agency wishes to raise i t s 
I rates, the proposal is considered 
by the bureau’s Board of D irect 
tors, approved or disapproved by 
other member agencies, published, 
then presented to the Interstate 
J Commerce Commission for approv- 
| a1 or rejection. 
Babb emphasized that the ICO 
does not set the rates. Once the 
I ICC receives the proposed rate in­ 
crease. the public is given 20 days 
in which to protest. The proposal 
becomes effective in 30 days once 
given approval by the ICC. 
Babb also commented, on t h e 
improved educational courses be­ 
ing offered by colleges and uni- 
! versities in traffic control a n d 
! management. “There are lots of 
opportunities in traffic m a n a g e - 
i ment, such as rat© clerks, billing
